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The Mental Health Services Act (MHSA) Prevention and Early Intervention (PEI) funding gives counties a unique opportunity to
implement programs to help prevent the onset of mental illness or to provide early intervention to decrease severity. San Diego
County has funded 25 contractors to provide PEI programs for adults. The focus of these programs varies widely, from reducing the
stigma associated with mental illness to preventing depression in Hispanic caregivers of individuals with Alzheimer's disease. Each
contractor collects information on the demographics of their participants and their satisfaction with the services provided. This
information is summarized in the following report.
